The Bylaws of the AIA state that "The objects of the American Institute of Architects shall be 
to organize and unite in fellowship the architects of the United States of America; to combine their 
efforts so as to promote the aesthetic, scientific, and practical efficiency of the profession; to advance 
the science and art of planning and building by advancing the standards of architectural education, 
training and practice; to coordinate the building industry and the profession of architecture to insure 
the advancement of the living standards of our people through their improved environment; and to 
make the profession of ever-increasing service to society." 


The Institute represents a profession which by the very nature of its training must be the leader 
in the building industry. That industry has become one of the prime movers and key barometers of our 
national economy. The Institute's day to day relations with government on all levels, its cooperation 
with other segments of the construction and related industries, and the many decisions it must make, 
often have a direct effect on the welfare of the entire nation.
